FRUM-TREEFS: Conſider this further, 
That Grafts, and Buds, ſet upon ſtocks, rthar 
are of wild kinds, of bitter, har/h, and ſower 
kinds , theſe Grafts, and Buds, being of a 
ſweete, and plealant nature, and drawing, 
and feeding uvon the /oxer Sep, of thoſe 
wild Focks yer they do change, & alter this 
ſower, and hitrer Sap , (that they draw , 
and feede upon)into iheir own ſweete, and 
pleaſant Nature, and Ering forth Fruits ac- 
cording to their owne Natures; And the 
badnefle of the ſtocks cannot alter the 
goodneſle of the Grafts, bur according ro 
G the 
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the Law, and Courſe of Nature, (which all 
Vegetables do keepe from their firſt Crea- 
tion they {o convert all their Sap,and nou» 
riſhmenr which they draw, into their own 
properties, and bring forth Fruits accor- 
dingly, 

And 1s not this a Marvelous thing, that a 
oreat and large ſtock ( it may be 4o. times - 
and more,bigpger then the Graft that's ſer 
_uponIt)ſhould not be able ro change the lit- 
tle Graft. (or the Bud,thar is much ſmaller) 
inrp it s owne kind, and Nature». This then 
muſt be concluded: Thar it is the innate,in*® 
trinfecall forme of the Graft, and Bud that 
' maintaines,and keepes,inviolable that Law 
of Nature, that the God of Nature at firſt 
Creation fixed in every individuall. Who 
alone 1s to be Praiſed, and Admired! in 
theſe, and all his workes.

evident by Inoculating the Buds of any Tree, 
continuall Experience proves they are the 
ſame, and bring forth the ſame Fruits, as 
the Tree from which they ' were taken, 

HUSBANDMAN : 1 grant this is a truth, 
and apparent to continuall Experience 
from yeare to yeare, and 1s a thing to He 
much Admired, that all the Properties of a 
vaſt, huge Tree,ſhould be unred 1nto fo 
narrow a compals; as @ /mull Bud, imaller 
then a Graine of Wheate ; Nay more: The 

Nature, and propertie of a great Tree 
(though as bigg as 2. or 3. men can fathom, 
with their hands-joynd'd,) does lye in the Tm 
Roote of that ſmall Bud; ſome of which are $234 
as (mall as a Pinns pointy this is prove J: by i £2 
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Experience; Becauſe when that /mall Root e 
happens to be left upon the wood, in ta-
